HATCHING COCKATRICE’S EGGS. 

Tue Queen's proclamation in India giving 
UsSsuUrauce of perfect freedom of conscience to the 
natives, and renouncing not merely the intention, 
but the wish, to impose her religious convictions 
pon others, has hardly done its work of pacifi- 
cation, When one of her Majesty’s representa- 
tives, in a petty island in the Mediterranean, 
does his best to show to the world how much 
freer scope is given to religious liberty in its 
application to Mahometans and Hindoos, than 
to Protestant Christians in the Queen's own 
service. A private letter from Malta, an extract 
from which was inserted in the 7tines of Wednes- 
day last, informs the public that Captain 
Shettield, of the 2lst R.N.B.F., has been placed 
under arrest, and will most likely be tried by 
court-martial, for refusing obedience to the fol- 
lowing garrison order :—** All guards to turn out 
to the Archbishop of Malta, and all sentries to 
carry armas and present arms when the Host 
’ The gallant captain, we are told, is 
realy to submit to any punishment rather than 
do homage to the Host. We are curious to see 
how our War Secretary, Genera! Peel, will act 
when this matter comes before him, as, doubt- 
less, it will—or what justification of the said 
“Garrison Order” he will give when he is 
questioned about it, iis, of COUrSe, he will be, in 
the House of Commons, 

Our pyovernment of the island of Malta offers 
a curious and very painful illustration, on a small 
veale, of precisely the same mistake as that per- 
visted in 80 long by the Hon. Fast India Com- 
peany, in their milministration of political affairs 
inthe Eastern peninsula. The Maltese people 
ure, perhaps, nearly as ignorant, as depraved, 
and as superstitious, as the inhabitants of Bengal 

but then, instead of being heathens, they sre 
Roman Catholies, and instead of numbering a 
hundred and twenty iillious of people, Lhey lo 
hot probably exceed a hundred and twenty 
thousand. There are, however, not fewer than 
eleven hundred priests in the ishund, and they do 
pretty much iis they plese. The Archbishop, 
supported ly this disproportioned train of eccle- 
SIMSLICN, is looked poll its though he were the 
Sup Pelue authority, and carries himself accord- 
ingly, The British authorities have uniformly 
pampered his insolence, and the lowest form of 
the Papacy is allowed to be dominant. Our 
very Lroops are required to do honour to the 
prevailing Church, and her Majesty, who in her 
coronation oath solemnly abjures the tenets of 
Rome, openly does homage to them at Malta in 
her military orders, Now, our readers will not 
expect us tu advocate any State interference for 
the sake of putting down Popery either there or 
tlie where. Spiritual errors are to be eradicated 
by spiritual applications ohnly—but neither is it 
hecessary to patronise a form of faith which we, 
th this country, hold la be nnscriptural, or lend 
it the adventitious aid of State countenance.

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PUBLIC OPINION IN ITALY. 


So conflicting are the reports as to the state of 
public feeling in Northern Italy, and even in Sar- 
dinia, that it is difficult to ascertain the truth. 
According to one account, Milan is in a state of ex- 
asperation ; others say that these reports are mainly 
manufactured at Turin, and that the capital of Lom- 
bardy is in a quiescent state. The latter statement 
is supported by the Turin correspondent of the 
Times, who recently paid a visit to Milan, in order 
to learn on the spot the real state of affairs in that 
city. He reports the population as not less disaffected 
to Austrian rule than for many years past, as ready 
even to take part in efforts for the expulsion of the 
Austrians from Italy, but also as quite indisposed 
to rise without the certainty of being adequately 
supported in {the tremendous struggle that would 
ensue. France has, most strangely, been looked to 
in Milan as about to enact the part of liberator, but 
people in that city appear to have no clear ideas as 
to the position in which they would themselves 
stand, were the Austrians to dieappear. Taxes con- 
tinue to be paid and armed demonstrations are wholly 
wanting. The abstinence from smoking is only 
observed in the streets—in doors, cigars are smoked — 
more than eyer. The Austrian local Government 
wisely avoids every indication of fear and every 
ostentatious display of its military strength. The 
garrison of Milan, like those of the fortresses which 
in any war would be the chief defence of Austrian 
power in Italy, is considerable, but it is kept out of 
sight, and nothing is done which might irritate the 
people or suddenly kindle the flame of insurrection. 
The concentration of troops on the Piedmontese 
frontier is believed to have been simply defensive, 
partly with a view to prevent the escape of Lombard 
conscripts from service in an unpopular foreign

THAT a writer of verse invest common incidents with a 


true poetical interest, and make them significant and 
affecting to the heart, is the touchstone for his claims to 
be received asa poet. Mr. Jackson’s Cecil and Mary 
will bear the test. Nota great poem, it is yet a very 
genuine one;—not having those highest qualities of 
poetic power which have surrounded a chosen few with 
glory, it yet discloses a true poet-nature, rich in 
imaginativeness, thought, and feeling. The structure | 
of the work is that which has been called ‘* dramatic | 
poem,” as consisting of dialogue and soliloquy, without | 
narrative ; though not cast in the proper form of drama. | 
The story—in briefest outline—is simply this:—A | 
young Christian scholar devoted himself to a miasionary’s 
life in India ;—strong opposition came from his college | 
tutor, who knew his power to win a name at home, and, | 
worse still, from the mother of his intended bride, who | 
would not perwit the marriage that would have taken |
